APT. M'DONALD, of tho 19tb 
regiment U. S. inftuitry, was ealled 
aBd «xamined oo oatb^be ttltified: 


That in the eampaign of 1814, before 
andduringlhe battle of Bridgewater,near 
Niagara, be was acting tid to brigadiet- 
general Ripley. On the morning of the 
SSthJuly, the army under command of 
major-general Brown, was encamped on 
the upper aide of Chippewa croek; ma- 
ny of the men were that day engaged in 
working, and, half an hour before aunset, 
wore aiall out, when a filing waa heard, 
which they in camp aseribed to general 
Scott'a being engaged with me enemvi 
aa he had marched out with hia brigaile 
about two hours before. 


When gen. Scott first marched out. It 
was the general impression that he had 
done so for the puvpose of parade and 
drill. Our army at this time consisted 
of two brigades ol regular troops, com- 
manded by brig, gen.'a Scott and Ripley, 
atid a am^l corpa of S or 600 volunteers, 
under gen. Porter. 


The tot4 of gen. Ripley's brigade, 
may have amounted to about 900; the 
effectivea from 7 to 800. The day be- 
fore, at Queenatown Heights, be recol 
lected hearing gen. bcott say, that his 
biigade contJned about the aame num 
ber—'porhapa rather leaa. 


About the 16th July, they had mtelli- 
gence tliat gen. Riall of the British army, 
lay at Ten and twelve Mile Creeks, with 
isoo men. According to the general 
Impreasion, he had a fortified encamp- 
ment--»to the best of his knowledge no 
precite i^formation saa« received of the 
force and position of the enemy, between 
the 16ih and 35th of July. 


On the day last mentioned, the pro- 
portion of tboae who formed the working 
parties and scattered men of the camp, 
amounted in the second brigade alone to 
ISO or 300 men. There were partiea 
ft om the other brigade alao, bin he could 
not sute the number. Wbeo gM. Scott 
moved out in the afternoon, no idea waa 
entertained that there would be an action, 
nor had they any knowledge of the vici 
nity of the enemy—the first information 
waa from the firing. 


In the order of the encampment, the 
first brigade under gen. Scott, rested on 
the Chippewa, the aecond, commanded 
by gen. Ripley, about 300 yards distant, 
with their front to the Niagara, and at 
right anglea with the first. The en- 
campment embraced the angle formed 
by the Niagara and Chippewa, which at 
that place formed a juuciion. Across 
the Chippewa waa a bridge, over which 
gen. Scoit had paased, and advanced a- 
bout two milea, when the firing of mua- 
ketry commeoced. 
Immediately on 
hearing it, gen. Ripley ordered his bri- 
gade 10 be formed. By the time this was 
efiected, tbo report of artillery was dis 
anguished. Soon after, ordera were re- 
ceived from niMor-gen. Brown, through 
aome of hb auft, for the aecond brigade 
to advance and reinforce gen. Scott- 
Gen. Ripley, Immediately on receiving 
the order, naarched with his brigade a- 
cross tho Chippewa, and when about half 
a mile in the rear of the acene ot action, 
it being then near duek, dispatched the 
wimeas in advance to maj. gen. Brown, 
to ascertain tbe situation of the enemy, 
and what point bo abould march to, and 
form bia brigade. 


The witnosa,on hie way to gea. Brown, 
met his aid, capt Spencer, proceeding 
with orders to gen. Ripley, to form his 
brigade in the akirts ol a wood, on the 
right of gen. bcott'a. The brigade ac- 
cordingly continued to advance, and was 
in the act ol forming the lioe, when gen. 
Ripley remarked to col. (James) MiUer, 
and other commanders, that, to form a 
line in that place would bo of no conse- 
quence, as they could not advanco in iine 
through the woods—and they were not 
then with'm striking diaunce of the ene- 
my. He added, that he would take upon 
himself the responsibility of moviov to- 
wards tho enemy, before he formed.— 
Tho witBoea left the brigade B few mo. 
menta, to apprize mai. gen. Bfown of 
this movement, but did not find bim, and 
immediately rejoined gen. Ripley. 


The march from the eftcampmMt to 
tbo aeene of action waa prompt and ra- 
pid, and tbt brigade for one half the dia- 
taoco waa M a long trot, to keep up with' 
the Moeral'a horse. While paaabig tbo 
wood, In purauaace of gen. Riptey'a de- 
totmlBatioB to advanee, the fire of tho 
enemy waa very beavy, and tbek ebot 
and aholla foil about ua in groat ouanti- 
tioa i but were BMre particularly dirtct 
od at gen. Seoct'a brigade oo tlie left 
which tbo iOCOBd b r i ^ WBitbOB it. 
iheaet of pMalng.. TbWieprweleewai, 


that tbo firat brigade ime et IbU time 
auffering very aevereb from the con- 
tinued and deatruetive ire poured in up- 
on tbetB» and gen. Ripley, in . ^ a e - 
< uence, remarked to the wiuiesa i6d col. 
Ctller, tbátbe would detach the 3 lat re- 
giment, cemmsBded by the letter, to car- 
7 tho enemf e artiUeryi adding, that un- 
less thie waa déie, ^ 
iiould deatro) 
our whole force, or c m ^ r u a to fall 
back. It waa thoii coii§letcly dark, and 
though it waa known their artillery waa 
losted on aa eminence, we had no know- 
ledge of their number, nor bow they 
were aupported. The diaunce of gen 
5cott*e Une frtmi tfie enemy must have 
been between three and four hundred 
yards at that time, and there waa then no 
firbg of musketry. 


Atwr gen. Ripley*s suggestion to col. 
.Miller, the Utter immediately made dis- 
positions to execute it—displsyed his 
egiment by forming e line on the left 
of the rodd, nearly fronting the enemy*a 
artillery. Gen. Ripley at the aame time 
he gave the order, for the 31st to storm 
the battery by an attack In front, directed 
the 33d to form in column, and march 
against the enemy's flank. About the 
time the 31st was preparing to move as 
directed, the witneas met gen. Brown, 
who enquired for gen. Ripley, and asked 
what dispositiona he bad made; the wit- 
ness informed him, and he epproved of it, 
appeared ouite elawd with the intelli- 
gence, and accompanied bim to gen. 
Ripley. Some conversation took place 
between them, and in a very few minutes 
both batulions were in motion; the 3 let 
commanded by coU (Jamea) Miller, 
^ 
23d was »dvancing to operate agatnat tbo 
enemy'a flank, and about ISO yards dis* 
unce from the height, they received a 
fire in front from perhaps so or 60 mus* 
ketry, which threw them bito confusion 
for ft few minutes, and cauaed them to 
fall back about 60 or 60 yards. The re- 
giment, however, speedily recovered, 
and formed into a column, aooner than 
he haa ever known one formed on parade 
-though perhaps not with equal accu> 
racy. Some difficulty occurred in form- 
ing the platoona, in conaequence of their 
having been broken; but their numbora 
were guessed at, and wheeled into oo-' 
lumn with a view to dispatch, and to fa- 
cilitate the movement. The whole waa 
accomplished under the particular direc- 
tion and immediate agency of brig. gen. 
Ripley. His exertions to efiect it were 
vei7 great, and no one could be more ac- 
tive than he wee. The whole interval, 
from the moment the fire was received 
in front until the actual organisation of 
the column in readiness to advance, did 
not exceed five minuies 
They then 
marched directly, and displayed upon the 
enemy's flank. While this was perform- 
ing, col. Miller bad advanced, pursuant 
to bis orders, against the front, and aoc- 
ceeded in carrying the enemy's battery, 
consisting of seven pieces of artillery ; 
to wit, two braaa 34's, and amaller ones. 
Having passed the position where the 
artillery Itad been planted, col. Miller a- 
gain formed hia line facing the enemy, 
and engaged them within 30 paces dis- 
tance. There appeared e periect sheet 
of fire between the two linea. While 
the 31st was in this situation, the 33d at- 
tacked the enemy*« flauk, and advanced 
within 30 pacee of it, before the first 
volley was discharged; a measure adopt- 
ed by command of gen. Ripley, that the 
fire might be eflfectual, and more com- 
pletely destructive. The movement com- 
pelled the enemy's flank to fall back im- 
mediately, by descending the bill out ol 
sight i upon which the firing ceased.— 
Prior to the firing of the 33d, the enemy 
were closing in upon eol. Miller's com- 
mand, which appeared to be hard preaa- 
ed, and, aa he conceived, waa recoiling; 
the force opposed amounting to double 
nia number; but by the prompt aid of 
the 83d, the beighta wore gained, and 
cleared of the enemy. After this was 
achieved, the 3 lat and 38d formed in line 
by order,and under the inspection of gen. 
Ripley, leaving the batteries, which had 
been carried, lo the rear. While thus 
circumstanced, a detachment of the ut 
regiment, which consiated of from 100 
to 900 men, and bad remained in the 
rear, joined them on the heights, and 
was, by gen. Ripley, formed into the I'me. 
He could not say what had detained the 
above detachment so long fiom the 
acene of action. 


Shortly after the line waa formed, /wnt 
him to aak gen. Brown whether the cap- 
tured artillery aliould not bo moved off 
tbe field towards Chippeway. The wit 
nees met gen. Brown ascending the hill, 
and delivered bU meeeage; the latter 
loplied, there were mauers of more im- 
portance to attend to Bt that moment, 
»nd he ehould see gen. Ripley bimaflf. 
He appeared highly eUted,and rode with 
him to gen. Ripley t but the witneaedid 
iiot hear the converaation which paaaed. 
ihebeigbca tbue gained, were a rery 
commanding poaitieo, aod cpoiaiofd all

ThearUllery under com- 
mend of major Hiudman, and capt. Tow- 
son, had come up but a few minutes be- 
•ore, in consequence of gen. Ripley's re- 
quest communicated 
the witneas to 
major Hindman, and complied with by 
bim.

While gM. Rlpley'e lini^ waa ihuat 
formed on the ominenéi, the enemy ^ 
vanced upon it in coneldembf 
out-flankinç ita right and la 
exceeding It in numbers. L 
them approaching, gen. Riplr 
the brigade 10 reserve its fire, . 
enemy's bayonets ehould touch, 
t'erence to firing first. 1 his waa 
with a view to òbserve the flash of ^ 
muskets, and to take aim by the ass» 
ance of their light. The order waa ob 
ed ; the enemy advanced within tan 
twelve yerda of our right, comooaed ol 
the 3id regiment After receiving their 
fire, we mtumed it t the aetioo then be- 
came general: e tremeadoue conflict 
ensued for about 30 minutea : at the ex- 
piiation of which, the enemy gave way, 
and again fell back out of sight. Wo 
having much advantage of the ground, 
the enemy generally fired over our 
heada; but tho continual blase of light 
waa such, aa to enable us distinctly to seo 
their buttona An Interval of halt an hour 
followed, when the enemy advanced a 
aecond time, nearly in the same manner, 
atucked prectaaly m the same point, but 
did not approach so near before the fir* 
mg commenced. Our left had by thie 
time been thrown forward by order of 
gen. Ripley, and the* line formed nearly 
parallel, with the addition of general 
-Porter'a volunteere on the left, and gen. 
Scott with the three remaining baualiona 
on the right ; but the latter were ao situ- 
ated as not to be engaged. The contest 
wee more severe, and he thinks kmger 
continued than the last. The santo piw- 
cautiona were enioined by gen. Ripley, 
with respect to his men reserving their 
fire, and the reccjption of the enemy waa 
equally warm. Some part of our right 
and left gave way » but our centre, coi««> 
posed of the 83d regiment stood firm, 
with the exception of some platoons, 
which also fallback; the enemy wero 
repulwd, and retired a^^i from the 
contest. General Ripley in person ral- 
lied the detachments which geve way oa 
the right, end succeeded in bringiitg 
them back into action, before the retrtat 
of the enemy. An interwl not exceed* 
ing three*quarters of an hour ensued} 
during which all was darkness and si- 
lence i scarce interi upted by a breath of 
air. The men had neither water nor 
whiskey to refresh themselves,after tbp 
fatigues they had endured. 


The court adjourned to next day. 


ataaeM 15. 


He (capt. M.) stated thatat the expira- 
tion of the interval last mentioned, the 
enemy advanced a third time, to recover 
their artillery. It waa our impvesaion 
that they had been reinforced, and thia 
waa coufirmed by prisoners who erero 
uken at the time. The advance of die 
enemy was similar to the two preceding 
ones, end the fire was sffiin opened by 
their line. Generiti Ripley's brigade 
reserved their fire as before. 1 he du- 
ration and order of the conflict—its re- 
sult, and the retreat of the enemy, were, 
in all essential points, similar to the last. 


In every attack the enemy was re- 
pulsed 
General Ripley made every 
possible exertion to inspire and encou- 
rage his trdbps ; exposed hit person to 
the hottest of the fire of the enemy -, 
and, as he considered,more tluin was nc. 
cessary. The witness enddkvoured. se- 
veral times, to prevail upon him to re- 
tire, but without efl'ect. His persever- 
ance waa unremitted ; sometimes acting 
as file eloeer as well as commander. 
He gave hia orders with perfecit coolnet»« 
and deliberation, as fjr as possible, to 
their due execution. The witness never 
knew him more collecud. 


General Ripley's |m«ition waa never 
more than ten .or tfièlve psces in tho 
rear of his linf. He received t^ro balle 
through hia hat, and his horse wal 
wounded during the same encounters. 
He, lieut. col. Niehola, and the witnoaa, 
were the only mounted ^ificera of tJio 
aecond brigade. 


After the last attack, the eecond bri- 
gade for three fourths, or oae balf

Louis confesses, in 
the ordinance, that •* he had found that 
the restrictions of the censorship upon 
the liberty of the press had been pro­ 
ductive of more inconveniences than ad­ 
vantages, and for that rea«on he iiad re­ 
solved to repeal the restrictive parts of 
the law touching that subject entirely.” 
— He leaves it, he saya, to the zeal of 
the magistracy to punish offenders.
